A service fee of $10. is 
charged which goes in full to the man 
in whose care the stallions are placed 
in order to recompense them for their 
expense and their trouble. The Bu- 
reau has this far sent out fifteen 
horses. They have beer, placed in all 
sections of Kentucky fx ^rn Ballard and 
McCraken counties in the west to Car- 
ter and Powell counties in the east, 
from Owen, Breckinridge and Hender- 
son counties in the North to Trigg, 
Warren, Russell, Clinton, Metcalfe, 
and Laurel counties in the South. 

The horse which has been sent to 
Bussed County has been secured large- 
ly through the efforts of D. C. Hopper 
who has taken great personal interest 
in getting a horse for this section. J. 
H. Smith, one of the leading citizens 
of the county who has a large store at 
Font Hill, was chosen as a good man 
in whose care to place the horse, and 
he and Mr. Hopper went to Lexington 
where they interviewed officers of the 
Breeding Bureau and steured the prom- 
ise of early consideration at their hands.

Editor News: 

The years come and go, and 
v-those who were children of yes- 
terday are men and women of to 
day. Thus the wheels of time 
roll on, and we can scarcely real- 
ize it until we give ourselves to a 
moments thought and our minds 
revert to the reminiscences of 
our childhood days. 

Then it is that we feel like say- 
ing with some one who so truth- 
fully said; "Give me back my 
happy childhood, take me to my 
home once more. " Voicing the 
sentiments of almost every one 
who have grown to manhood and 
womanhood, and have wandered 
away from the scenes of their 
early day. Thinking of the by- 
gone days I proposed to write a 
letter to the News, and it seems 
to me but yesterday when the 
News was in its infancy and my- 
self in my boyish way would as 
its correspondent from the little 
village of Knifley, up on Casey's 
Creek send in the News each 
week, and then wait until the 
coming of the paper to see in 
print the writing of your "scribe 
from Knifley." 

So quickly has the time flown 
that I can recall the joy that was 
mine. When in Columbia and 
Harris would give me a package 
of envelopes addressed in large 
black letters to the Adair Coun- 
ty News. Then with a boyish 
pride I would return to the place 
that all hold dear and write the 
nwes, telling of deaths and 
births, of the crops and weather, 
and when the wedding bells peal- 
ed forth their chimes, I was the 
first to herald it to the News. 
Always being present at the ball 
game and debating society and 
many are the times that I have 
sat and listened to the "elo- 
quence" of Steve Knifley and 
Dr. Gose as they put forth their 
efforts in the Kangaroo Court. 
Of the passing away of the old 
land marks. Allow me to speak 
among whom are "Uncle" Bob 
Tucker and "Uncle" Jimmie 
Jones, the former serving for 
some years as a faithful officer 
of Adair County, and to the lat- 
ler I have sat and listened for 
hours as he told of the daring 
feats accomplished by men on 
both sides during the war, and 
up untill the day of his death he 
could call the roll of his Company 
as it was called in the 60's. 

But they are gone, they have 
answered to the call "up yonder" 
and surrendered to the com- 
mander of the Universe, stacked 
arms on the battlements of 
Heaven and are fortified on the 
plains of piece, where the arms 
of a thousand worlds dare not 
attack. How well did one of the 
apostles by the pen of inspiration 
say, ' 'That life was even a vapor 
that appeareth for a little time 
and vanisheth away." And it is 
through the midst of a few short 
years that I look back upon the 
incidents of which I have writ- 
ten. Since leaving Kentucky and 
coming to Tennessee I see how 
weH the two have been termed 
the sister States. Finding the 
same big hearted hospitable and 
friendly people that I left, and it 
was only last year when our 
city was filled with thousands of 
people from all over the United 
States and even foreign coun- 
tries, to attend the Volunteer 
Students convention held in 
Nashville. The doors of the best 
homes all over the the city were 
thrown open to receive them and 
• upon their leaving all joined in 
to praise the people saying that 
they were the most hospitable 
and congenial people that they 
ever meet, and I am 



that, should such an occasion ever 
occur anywhere in the grand old 
state of Kentucky that they 
would meet the same class of 
good people there. 

Upon my arrival in Nashville 
seven years ago, I began as an 
Apprentice to learn the art of 
stove moulding in the foundry of 
the Phillips & Buttorff Mfg., Co., 
and was making rapid progress, 
when unfortunately I was burn- 
ed with molten iron, which practi- 
ially disabled me. Since then I 
have been engaged in various 
parts of the clerical department. 
The firm which is one of the 
largest of its kind in the South, 
employs between eight hundred 
and a thousand people, including 
factories, foundrys, warehouses 
and sales rooms. Having a dai- 
ly output of five hundred stoves 
and ranges per day. And upon 
the first Saturday in June of each 
year, the great P. & B. family, 
consisting of employees families 
and friends, are given an outing 
by the company, and they go 
some 12 or 15 miles up the "uld 
Cumberland," to a beautiful 
grove, it generally taking from 
three to six loads for the largest 
steamboats on the river to carry 
them all day. They play, swing, 
jump, run, eat and enjoy them- 
selves, and often, twilight is 
stealing on, when the coarse whis- 
tle of the last boat warns the 
pleasure seekers to get on board. 
Then sailing down the river home 
another day is gone never to be 
forgotten. Now when I have 
anything interesting to the read- 
ers of the News, I will come 
again. Wishing success to the 
News, its many readers and my

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For the last Few days the de- 
cline in the selling values of rail- 
road stocks and bonds is causing 
alarm. This condition is said to 
be the result of State Legis- 
latures and the investigation and 
atitude of the Federal Govern- 
ment to secure a fair deal. At 
any rate the decline is rapid, and 
does not forebode good to the 
holders of such securities. Some 
are so alarmed as to predict a 
-panic in the near future, while 
others are more conservative, and 
believe that the business of the 
country in general, will not be 
seriously affected. E v i d e n t ly 
the investigation should not be 
discouraged, whether it results 
in good or bad for the time be- 
ing. If the great railroads are 
doing a fair, square business, an 
investigation will not hurt them 
long, but will strengthen their 
securities. If they are giving in- 
adequate service to the public, 
discriminating between individ- 
uals or sections, combining 
against public welfare, then they 
should be forced to do the right, 
and there never was a better 
time than the present. It will 
be unfortunate for investers in 
in watered stocks to have the 
worngs exposed, but it will prove 
a blessing to many others. No 
business that has the public by 
the throat should go unrestrain- 
ed. It is the duty of the govern- 
ment to see that such conditions 
do not prevail, and if we are not : 
mistaken the President is in ear- 
nest, and will have a show of 
hands from the great and power- 
ful transportation companies of 
this country. 

The Legislature of the various 
States seem bent on a reduction 
of railroad fare, and to this more 
than the National move, may 
trouble arise. That a two cent 
fare is adequate and just in some 
States, we do not doubt, but in 
others it is doubtless not stimu- 
ating enough to cause new lines- 
to be built or old ones to give the 
best service. The cost of con- 
struction varies, cost of opera- 
tion varies, and the source of 
supplies may be Loo meager to 
justify tne action some of the 
States are taking. We believe 
in a fair square deal; that every 
honorable business, whether 
public or private, that 
individual and corporation should 
stand on equal footing, and all 
entitled to reasonable profits, 
while ali should give the best 
service possible. We trust that 
the next Legislature of this State 
will not juivip at a conclusion, 
and pander to public sentiment 
on this line without a full invest- 
igation, and full knowledge of 
the best manner to advance our 
commercial resources. 

In response to the many ap- 
peals from many of the commer- 
cial organizations of the Mississ- 
ippi Valley country. The Pres- 
ident has created an Inland Wa- 
terways Commission, whose duty 
it is to * 



mine the most important im- 
provement in the many streams 
in the Mississippi Valley country 
first, afterwards to extend to 

other sections of the country. , ^ 
This means that the Federal Gov- i I 
ernment realizes the great worth , I 
of navigable rivers, and thatnav- I 
igable water should be made in: 
all the streams as soon as possi- f 
ble. The first move will be in j I 
this part of the country, and our 1 
people and commercial organiza- > 
tions interested in the develop- ] 
ment of the Cumberland and * 
other rivers, ought to keep in 
touch with this great movement, 
and do all within their power to 
aid the commission, and to se- 
cure development. 




The redistricting measure 
passed by the last Legislature, 
was contested by the Republi- 
cans of Butler and Ohio counties, 
and the courts in both instances 
held the law unconstitutional. 
Last week the Appellate Court 
sustained the decision of the low- 
er courts. Good! Such legisla- 
tion ought to be knocked out in 
every instance, for the main and 
only purpose was to gain politic- 
al advantage by an unfair meas- 
ure. No Legislative body, State 
or National, should be allowed to 
prevent or nullify a true express- 
ion of legal voters, and the soon- 
er the courts in other States fol- 
low the lead of our courts in such 
matters, the sooner political jus- 
tice will be established. The 
Kentucky Legistature is not an 
exception, it is our court The 
Court says; "Equality of rep- 
resentation is the vital principle 
of Democracy, and that no Re- 
publican institution can live with- 
out it." There is scarcely a 
State in the whole country whose 
political districts were made for 
the purpose of securing a fair, 
square deal, but were made to 
advance party ends, consequent- 
ly the State Legislatures and the 
National Congress have largely 
become the misrepresentatives of 
a people who, apparently man- 
ifest much interest in "A gov- 
ernment by the people and for 
the people." It is a difficult , 
proposition to form districts en- ; 
tirely clear of disadvantages to 
one or the other great parties, but 
forming them only with the view 
of building one at the destruction 
of the other is as rotten as it 
is contemptible. Every 
Democrat, every Republican, 
ought to be willing to abide by 
majority rule and seek to cut out 
frauds in politics, as well in bus- 
iness. The m a n i p u 1 a t o r s in 
financial affairs, the men who 
consolidate and controle corpora- 
tions, are facing an indignant 
people, but the political Boss, and 
the many political combines and ' 
monopolies, both in the States 
and Nation, are permitted to 
flourish, practice deception, and 
collect political usury. The; 
Standard Oil Company, the com- 
bination of railroad corporations, 
and other combines in industrial 1 
finea ara being pre i cubed in ma- 
ny of the States, and a!so by the 
Federal Government, and yet po- 
litical chicanery, combinations 
and deals are known to exist to 
the detriment of honest, fair 
representation, and just legisla- 
tion. Back of the business meth- 
ods now causing much trouble, 
and threatening the prosperity 
of the country is the political 
methods that have prevailed for 
many years. Unjust legislation 
will produce unjust business 
methods. The remedy ought to 
be clear to every intelligent vo-
